The above text is probably being 
asked more by worried sinners than 
any other question in the Bible. This 
question was not very hard for Paul 
to answer because he had studied to 
shew himself approved. If we could 
just get the idea once in our minds 
just how well it pleases God for us to 
show ourselves approved so we could 
give a reason for the hope that is in 
us, or point some poor sinner to the 
Lamb of God, which takes away the 
sin of the world, then we would recon- 
secrate ourselves anew to the Word of 
God. From a Bible standpoint it 
seems very easy to get saved as one 
has only to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and he is saved right then and 
there. 

According to Paul and Silas’ instruc- 
tions, it is very easy to get saved with 
a little faith, but if we could quit at 
that and go on to heaven it would be 
nice for some people seemingly. If 
we are saved, there is something else 
goes with being saved. We notice it Is 
similar to a grain of corn or wheat or 
other seed being planted in the ground. 
It bringeth forth fruit of its kind, as 
a saved man or woman cannot bear 
fruit only according to the divine na- 
ture. Notice the Philippian jailor im- 
mediately after he was saved began 
to do something (or bear fruits), and 
he took them the same hour of the 
night and washed their stripes and 
was baptized. Acts 16:33. I am made 
to believe it would please the Lord if 
the question were asked, What must I 
do to keep saved? If we don’t have to 
do anything to keep saved, I wonder 
why the Bible tells us so many things 
to do and not to do. If we get saved, 
we must believe. “He that belieweth 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out

“Now therefore why speak ye not 
a word of bringing the king back? 
2 Sam. 19:10. 

The picture in the background of 
the text is quite singular in its aspect 
and furnishes us a lesson of great mo- 
ment. King David who had saved his 
people out of the hand of their en- 
emies and was known as a great walr- 
rior had abdicated the throne and fled 
from his son who had stolen the hearts 
of the people. After Absalom whom the 
people anointed king had been killed 
his followers remembered that David 
had been delivered and wanted him to 
come back to the throne. They knew 
something must be done on their part 
before the king could come back; 
therefore, they asked themselves the 
question we find in the text. 

The question that should concern us , 
most is whether or not we are doing 
our part of the work that must be 
done to bring back our King. When 
Pilate asked Jesus if He was a king 
He said, “To that end I was born.” 
Jesus must come back to this earth and : 
sit on the throne of His father, David, 
but something else must be done be 
fore He can come. Jesus will not eome 
and establish His kingdom until this 
present evil world has been brought 
to an end and this cannot be accom- 
plished until the church has discharg-

ed her duty. 

It is a well known and undisputed | 
fact among all Christian people that ! 
the mission of the church is to spread | 
the gospel of the kingdom. The world ! 
is opposed to the gospel and is well | 
organized to fight against it. Numer- | 
ous organizations have been brought | 
into existence for this purpose and the | 
spirit of the age is against the Chris- 
tian religion; therefore, the task or 
propagating the gospel is wholly as- 
signed to the church. When the church 
accomplishes her task and finishes the | 
work God has given her to do the end 
of the gospel age will come and the 
kingdom age will be set up. 

When Jesus answered the disciples’ 
question as to when the end of the} 
world should come He made it clear 
that the gospel must first be preached 
in all the world. “And this gospel of 
the kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; and then shall the end come.” 
Matt. 24:14. Let us remember that the 
end referred to is the end of the 
world. The word world, as it is used 
in the question asked by the disciples 
concerning the end, was taken from the 
Greek word aion which means an age. 
This makes it very clear that it is the 
end of the age that will come when 
“this gospel of the kingdom” is preach- 
ed “in all the world for a witness ur- 
to all nations.” At the close of this age 
the greatest event the world has ever 
known will take place as the King of 
kings and Lord of lords comes back | 
to earth to establish His kingdom, the , 
increase of which shall never end. 

The primary thought is, What are 
we doing to bring Jesus back again? 
“Now therefore why speak ye not a 
word of bringing the king back?” Do 
we really want Him to come and bring 
us deliverance from the awful depres- 
sion that is upon us? Do we want bet- 
ter conditions? If so, why do we not 
put forth greater efforts to get the 
gospel to all nations so these perilous 
times will come to a close and give | 
place to the kingdom age? 

As David eagerly waited for an op- 
portunity to go back to his throne he 
sent a message to Judah in the follow- 
ing words: “Ye are my brethren, ye 
are my bones and my flesh: where- 
fore then are ye the last to bring back 
the king?” 2 Sam, 19:12. Judah should 
have been full of zeal to have the king 
come back but 1t seems that the tribe 
was slow to even extend to him an in- 
y'tation. There is a great lesson to 
be learned from David’s message to 
Judah for just as they were his breth- 
ren and of his flesh and bones so 1S 
the connection between Christ and the 
church. “For we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his bones.” 
Eph. 5:30. “For both he that sanctl- 
fieth and they who are sanctified are 
all of one: for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren.” Heb. 
2:11. The Church of God is related to 
Christ in the same way that Judan 
was related to David, therefore she 
should be greatly enthused about 
bringing Him back as King. We are 
made to wonder if He is grieved with 
our slow progress in getting this gos- 
pel of the kingdom to all nations for a 
witness. 

Let us develop a greater missionary 
zeal and not be the last to bring back 
the king. The task is ours so let us 
be about our Father’s business. Amen.
